In th e early h istory of our 
state th e question of transp or­ 
tation Was a negligible quantity . 
Th en ev ery family p roduced th e 
bare necessities of life with few 
ex cep tions, and 
trade, barter 
and ex ch ange of commodities, 
sup p lied th e wants or needs of 
ev ery one. But as p op ulation in­ 
creased, 
p ursuits 
sp ecialized, 
and 
occup ations 
div ersified, 
means of trav el and transp orta­ 
tion, became a v ital issue. 
So long as a p eop le are of th e 
agricultural or p astoral ty p e, 
transp ortation is of small im­ 
p ortance. Wh en occup ations be­ 
come localized, th en a means of 
conv ey ing th e p roducts of one 
community , to th at of anoth er, 
wh ere needed, calls for safe and 
rap id means of communication. 
In th e p atriarch al day s life 
was p rimev al and y et th ey h ad 
cities but for wh at p articular 
p urp ose, a nonadlc life reqdircd 
th em is h ard to understand, as 
we read of but little emp loy ment 
th erein. Huge smokestacks for 
mammoth factories were fton- 
ex istant and for th ousands of 
y ears were unknown and y et we 
read of th e glory and sp lendor 
of Solomon’s times, th e grand­ 
eur of Jerusalem, Ninev eh , Rome 
and Ath ens. It would bankrup t 
-Uncle Sam,” with eigh t billion 
of currency , to build a temp le of 
Solomon, and from p resent in­ 
dications, will take ev en longer 
to comp lete Muscle Sh oals or 
th e Roosev elt Dam. 
Railroads are a modern in­

He was dead when fo u nd.

case—amo ng who m was Andrew 
M. Taft. Jr., Jefferso n co u nty 
sheriff and nep hew o f the slain 
man—said Hardy had been u n­ 
able to giv e a satisfacto ry ac­ 
co u nt o f his whereabo u ts y es­ 
terday and had to ld sev eral co n­ 
flicting sto ries. 
Ro bbery was adv anced as the 
mo tiv e fo r the mu rder. Taft is 
said 1o hav e kent large su ms o f 
mo ney in the ho u se.

“ If tuberculo sis is prev entable, 
why is it no t prev ented; why do 
we hav e any o f it at all? ” 
This pertinent 
questio n 
was 
asked by a perso n who had heard 
a speaker o n health make the 
statement, and it co mprises, a 
challenge no t o nly to 
public 
health o fficials, but to the co m­ 
munity itself. 
Why , indeed! Here is a disease, 
the danger sy mpto ns o f which 
are fairly well kno wn! To o easi­ 
ly tired: co ugh that hangs o n; 
lo ss 
o f 
weight; 
indigestio n. 
These sho uld serv e as a warning 
to peo ple to immediately hav e 
the phy sical ex aminatio n with 
bared chest which alo ne 
can 
disclo se the presence o r absence 
o f the disease. Part o f the rea­ 
so n we hav e tuberculo sis at all 
is in the fact that to o many peo ­ 
ple think these danger signals 
"W v to .f'Mnebndv pise and no t 
to them. They delay actio n un­ 
til it is fo rced upo n them, and 
then the disease is adv anced to 
a po int where 
pro lo nged 
and 
perhaps drastic measures 
are 
required, and where life itself is 
in danger. 
The perm o f tuberculo sis 
is 
o ne o f the best fighters in the 
Disease Kingdo m. It is encased 
in an armo ur o f wax as a pro ­ 
tectio n fro m its natural fo es in 


the bo dy . Once finding lo dging 
ing the lung, it pretends perfect 
inno cence, multiply ing rapidly , 
but frequently wTith little distress 
to the ho st. When the enemies, 
which the bo dy sends to war 
against it, appro ach, they find 
the wax y co ating imperv io us to 
attack. So the bo dy -walls o ff” 
the tuberculo sis germs, try ing to 
impriso n them so they can no t 
do harm, altho ugh they are still 
aliv e. 
But these walls gro w thin if 
so me wasting disease attacks the 
indiv idual; o r if o v erwo rk, co m­ 
bined with late ho urs and im­ 
pro per fo o d, tears do wn the re­ 
sistance. Then the germs break 
o ut and renew the attack. 
Thus this facto r, to o , o perates 
against the perfect prev entio n o f 
a prev entable disease. The per­ 
so n is lulled into a sense o f se­ 
curity . Apparently no thing 
is 
wro ng with him. 
Why sho uld 
he co nsult a phy sician when he 
feels all right? 
So the answer seems to be that 
despite o ur kno wledge o f tuber­ 
culo sis and ho w to treat it, we 
ran nev er o v erco me the 
fact 
that o ur kno wledge is u seless if 
it co mes to o late. Until the time 
arriv es when the av erage perso n 
has a health ex aminatio n 
at 
least o nce a y ear no matter ho w 
well he feels, tuberculo sis will 
still ex ist no matter ho w well he 
feels, tuberculo sis will still ex ist 
to flaunt in the face o f so ciety 
the fact that while it is prev ent­ 
able, it is no t entirely prev ented.

In the early history- of our 


state the question of transpor- 
tation was a negligible quantity. 
Then every family produced the 
bare necessities of life with few 
exceptions, and trade, barter

So long as a people are of the 


agricultural of pastoral -type, 
transportation is of small im- 
portance. When occupations 'be- 
come localized, then a means of 
conveying the products of 'one 
comnmnity, to that of ariother, 
where needed, calls -for safer?and 
rapid means of communication.' 


In the patriarchal days0 life 


was primeval and yet they 'had 
cities but for what particular 
purpose, a honadic life reqdifccl 
them is hard to understand, as 
we read of but little employment 
therein. Huge smokestacks' for 
mammoth factories were "fabn- 
existant and for thousands of 
year's were unknown and yet we 
read Of the glory and splendor 
of • Solomon's times, the grand- 
eur of Jerusalem, Nineveh, Rome 
and Athens. rlt would bankrupt 
"Uncle Sam," with eight billion 
of currency, to build a temple of 
Solomon, and from present hv 
dications, will take even longer 
to complete Muscle Shoals -or 
the Roosevelt Daffl. 


Railroads are a modern in- 


vention, and it is likely there 
are yet, those living, who were 
born before the first rail was 
laid in Indiana. 
The oldest 


railroad in the United States — 
the Baltimorfe arid Ohio— was 
began in 1827. It is only a few 
years ago since the engineer, 
Who ran the construction engine 
(the 
Gazelle) over the Cam- 


bridge bi-anhh of the J. M. ^& I . 
died at Columbus, Indiana — 
John Christian. 
; 


Early in 1830 public opinion, 


hi Indiana was divided between 
canals and 'railroads, but the 
advocates of canals won^out; 
From 1835'to 1850 Indiana spent 
most of her 'Congressional • land 
grants on canals. . In 1840 Indi- 
ana was bankrupt and some,, bet- 
ter jvay to solve the method of 
transportation was sought. The 
Madison and Indianapolis rail- 
road had been financed by the 
State and some other method 
was sought. The Internal im- 
provement Act of 1836 was aban- 
doned anrt-\the builders turned 
to private aid, more than a hun- 
dred railroad companies 'were 
incorporated up to i860. 
• 


The Lawrenceburg and Indi- 


anapolis railroad was surveyed 
in 1830 and some work done that 
year;- O'riginally a private com- 
pany, it was on this line; that 
John Walker built ah expefltneri- 
talL:section at. Shelbyvffle* and 
operated a horse dar on lily 4, 
1832, where, -a grand celebration 


held; and- thousands;, had 


gathered to witness! the (eat. '.' 


Junction railroad was 


chartered in Feb. 1848 <xf the 
state line. '.The ^charter . viras 
irawn by Samuel W. Parkier and 
the company.organizetd by Caleb, 
B. Smith in..-i850. The College 
Corner end of the line was head- 
ed by DB. E. W. McHaster as 


president and Gen. A. E. Burn- 
side (father of Gen. Ambrose E., 
of Civil War fame) was secre- 
tary. The capital stock was 
$250,000. Col. Moore, later of the 
Missouri Pacific, surveyed the 
route. In, 1853 a new company 
was organized to extend the 
road to Indianapolis and was 
merged 
with 
the 
Junction. 


Ground was broken in Union 
county in 1852 and construction 
pushed 
vigorously, but 
the 


money came in slowly and not 
until 1860, did the road reach 
Connersville A branch connect- 
ed with the Indiana Central at 
Cambridge City in 1864 In 1866 
it had reached Rushville and 
Indianapolis in 1868. The Cam- 
bridge Cfty branch was extend- 
ed" to New Castle and to Muhcie 
and Ft. Wayne in 1869. That our 
readers may see that the above 
is correct I quote from the local 
press of that time, and here let 
me remark that at the time Ar- 
nold'-s history was written, 1888, 
we had no local papers on file 
and not until the death of 
George C. Clark, when his files 
were transferred to the Record- 
er's office, by the commendable 
foresight of those who had 
charge of his estate. 


I can find no files giving date 


of the first train in, on the J. M. 
& I. but give those of the Cam- 
bridge City extension.

"The Christmas of '66 will 


long be remembered by our 
people, as the dawning of a new 
era for Rushville. On this day, 
was first heard the "snorting" 
of the iron horse pulling the 
first "through1! train over the 
Junction." The town was in the 
midst of the usual celebration 
but the first train's arrival, in- 
creased . the ' excitement as the

The trial 
trip was set forHhe day before, 
but the engine that was to make 
the trip; fell through 'the trestle 
it Coimersville-r^bme .One sup- 
posedly: having displaced some 
of-the timbers the night before."

case—among whom was Andrew 
M. Taft, Jr., Jefferson county 
sheriff and nephew of the slain

count of his whereabouts yes- 
terday and had told several con- 
flicting stories. 


Robbery was advanced as the 


motive for the murder. Taft is 
said to have ketit large sums of 
money in the house. 


The body was found by neigh-

The last few days have been filled to overflowing with vivid 


experiences too numerous to record. 


This morning I preached in the Upper Room Church of the 


American Colony. In order to see Palestine we wanted to be 
unencumbered with baggage. Therefore our trunks were left 
aboard our ships. I had no sermon material nor any garb suitable 
for pulpit use. However, I borrowed a sfiit to wear while mine 
was being pressed, and -with my travelpstained suit, a bule polo 
sSirt, a few notes, ancTmuch trembling, I preached., 


Mr. John Whiting, the • first Yankee born in Jerusalem, a 


frequent contributor to the National Geographic Magazine, an 
authority on Arabic life and a noted collector of antiques for 
museums, .was in the audience. After the service he offered his 
services to us as a guide, gratis, for the afternoon and evening — 
the only time he had free from engagements this week. He knows 
more about this part of the world than all the official tourist 
guides tied together. Because of the midday heat we decided to 
visit first Solomon's Quarries. I had been thru them with one of 
the municipal guides but he knew nothing except the way in. and 
out. 


With Mr. Whiting, however, the quarries spoke a message of three 


thousand years. Mr. Whiting was born hi a house built over the 
entrance of the quarries. As a boy he played in the caverns and 
earned every turn 'of the scores "of- chambers. 


The quarries extend under two-thirds of the city. Stone for the 


rebuilding of the city, its temples and walls three times has been, 
taken from the quarries. It is estimated that enough stone re- 
mains to rebuild the city many times more should the city be 
destroyed by earthquake or war. 


The room where the masons trimmed the^stones is 140 x 160 feet. 


Excavations have showij that the chips and dust from blocks 
trimmed therein extend to a depth of 45 feet. In this room was 
formed the mother lodge of Masonry. The room is still used by 
the Jerusalem lodge and Masonic pilgrims who wish to hold 
services in Jerusalem. -Stones left by builders in centuries agone 
are used as the furniture of the lodge room today. 
/ We remained in the quarries until the intense heat of the early 
afternoon had passed and then made our way thru the Damascus 
Gate to the Church of the Redeemer, designed, built and dedicated 
by the Kaiser of Germany. We climbed the high tower of the 
church overlooking the temple area, the Town of Antonio, the Via 
Dolorosa, and every other point connected with the ministry of 
Christ in Jerusalem, the city that broke His heart. In the distance 
was the Triple or Golden Gate; the Garden of Gethsemane, and 
'.he Mount of Olives. 


In the most graphic language I have ever heard Mr. Whiting 


•etold t]ie entire story of Passion Week, pointing out as he talked, 
the exact location of every event. We had walked over the entire 
area of the temple court, the Vallev of Yidron, the Mt. of Olives 
and Gethsemane, but from the exalted tower and with the entire 
region before us. we forgot time and other engagements. When 
Mr. Whiting finished his story the light of day had .gone, the 
Mohammedan priests had given their last call to prayer from 
minarets beneath us, supper hour had passed, and we were far 
above the twinkling lights of the city, alone in stygian darkness. 
W4th difficulty we groped our way down the hundreds of dark, 
winding steps to the narrow street, grateful'to the Kaiser for the 
tower from which we had seen visualized the .ministry of the 
Prince of Peace.

MAKING PREVENTION 


.PREVENT. 


"If tuberculosis is preventable, 


why is it not prevented; why do 
we have any of it at all?" 
i 


;This pertinent question was 


asked by a person who had heard 
a speaker on health make the 
statement, and it comprises_ a 
challenge not only! to public 
health officials, but to the com- 
munity itself. 


Why, indeed! Here is a disease, 


the danger symptons of which 
are fairly well known! Too easi- 
Iv tired: cough that hangs on; 
Joss 
of 
weight; 
indigestion. 


These should serve as a warning 
to people to immediately have 
the physical examination with 
bared chest which alone can 
disclose the presence or absence 
of the disease. Part of the rea- 
son we have tuberculosis at all 
is in. the fact that too many peo- 
ple think these danger signals 
oT>niw to ."^rnebndv Rise and not 
to them. They delay action un- 
til it is forced upon, them, and 
then the disease is advanced to 
a point where prolonged and 
perhapr. drastic measures 
are 


required, and where life itself is 
in danger. 


The perm of tuberculosis 
is 


one of the best fighters in the 
Disease Kingdom. It is encased 
in an armour of wax as a pro- 
tection from its natural foes in 
x 


the body. Once finding lodging 
ing the lung, it pretends perfect 
innocence, multiplying rapidly, 
but frequently with little distress 
to the host. When the enemies, 
which the body sends to war 
against it, approach, they find 
the waxy coating impervious to 
attack. So the body "walls off 
the tuberculosis germs, trying to 
imprison them so they can not 
do harm, although they are still 
alive. 


But these walls grow thin if 


some wasting disease attacks the 
individual; or if overwork, com- 
bined with late hours and im- 
proper food, tears down the re- 
sistance. Then the'germs break 
out and renew the attack. 


Thus this factor, too, operates 


against the perfect prevention of 
a preventable disease. The per- 
son is lulled into a sense of se- 
curity. Apparently nothing 
is 


wrong with him. Why should 
he consult a physician when he 
feels all right?-. 
. • 


So the answer seems to be that 


despite our knowledge of tuber- 
culosis and how to treat it, we 
can never overcome the 
fact 


that our knowledge is useless if 
it comes too late. Until the time 
arrives when the average person 
has a health examination 
at 


least once a year no matter how 
well he feels, tuberculosis will 
still exist no matter how well he 
feels, tuberculosis will still exist 
to flaunt in the face of society 
the fact that while it is prevent- 
able, it is not entirely prevented.
